which knoweth it in deede, can iuſtly charge it with the 
Jeaſte contrarietie or repugnancie either to Diuinitie it 
ſelte,or to the ſoundeſt partes of Morall and Naturall 
Philoſophie. Ce enarrant gloria Dei; & Platoes opinion 
1s,that oureyes were principally giuen vs,for this vſe and 
ende, to be occupied in the coptemplation of the hea- 
vens; wherevato ke attributeth ſo much , that he thin= 
keth Aſtconomie and Wiſedome, to be fo inſeparably 
linked & chained togither, that neither a very wiſe man 
can want Aſtrologie, nor a yery good Aſtrologer want 
Wiſedome. To which effe&, that notable ſaying of his, 
deſerueth to be as famous as your Lordſhip knoweth it 
to be amongſt the learned : ogurunty ajay xt mor duds a” 
Eg9roacy a9. Which very ſaying ſeemeth vnto me ro 1m+ 
port ſome part of that Diuinitie, whereof ſo many ages 
he hath caried ſo high , and honourable a ſurname : the 
rather becauſe the ſingular & incomparable wiſedom of 
Salomon,as your Lordſhippe beſt remembreth, is thus 
particularly deſcribed, in the booke intituled, Liber Sa 
pien'i.e. Deus mibi dedzt harum rerum cognitionem veram , Ut 
ſciam diſpoſitionem orbis terrarum, oy virtures, effeioneſqize 
elementorum,initium, Cx finem, o medium remporum, ſolftt= 
119111 viciſitudines,g conſummationes temparim, & morum 
m::tationes,annorum orbes, os ſleliarum fuus , ac diſpoſutiones, 
& natur as ammalium 7 ir.cs beftiarum, gr ventorum impe=- 
145,07 cogtrationes hominum, 7+ ſlirpium differentias, &7 rads- 
cun virtmes: of quecungue ſunt abſcondita, &7 improuſe 
didici,cum me emnium Artifex docuit Sapientia . For which 
very Kindes of knowledge, (albeit Ibclecuc ner 
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had them inthat full meaſure, that it pleaſed God to be- 
ſtowvpon Salomon ) our chieteſt Aftrologers, clpecial- 
ly the moſt learned Arabians,ſo often as they are occaſt- 
oned to cire,or mention any of their predeceſſors, call 
them commonly by the name of Saprenres, which ſomel 
know merrily tranſlated Wizardes , but how wizardly, 
(if they ſpeake generally withour exception of the bet- 
ter ſore) let the prouerbe reſtifie, which ſayth, Scientia non 
habet inimieum,iſi ignoraniem , What ſhould I ſpeake of 
Thales Milefius , who being the firſt, that among the 
Graecians was called rpc, as Diogenes Lacrtius repor- 
reth , was alſo the firſt among them, that ſearching out 
rhe ſecrecies,& myſteries of Aſtrologic : both faretolde 
the converſions, and ecliples of the Sunne, as Eudemus 
vitneſleth in his Aſtrologicall hiſtorie, and found our 
Viſa minor,with her litle ſtarres , whereby the Phcevices 
direftthcir nauigation , as Callimachus teſtifierh in has 
Greeke veiſes: aad foreſccing a very great dearth of 0- 
lives, and therevpon purpoſing to ſhewe , hoveeaſie a 
matter it was for Philoſophers to grow rich. gar into his 
handes,by a reaſonable price,al the olive gardens 1n Mi- 
letum, and Chium, the winter before, whereby after- 
ward making his owne price at hispleaſure , he gayned 
excceding great ſummes of money , as 1s credibly re- 
corded,not onely by Hieronymus Rhodius, & Ariſtotle 
1n Greeke, but alſo by Tullie De Dinznarone, and divers 
otherin Latine: Ariſtotle ſaying,one while ke did 1t, 02 
Tl reiv, an Other while, cx #7 24echoHu; 4 and Solon the 
wiſe Lawemaker among the Athenians , following his 
aduiſe ſet downe certaine Aſtrologicall obſeruations of 
the AFquinodia, and correed the Attique yeare.as ap- 
peareth by many hiſtories : and finally by the deteRts of 
the Moone and Sunne, he prognoſticated the defeCts & 
ſ{ubuerſions of certaine ſtates and kingdoms in Afia , as 
kiſtorie,l haue ſpecially noted in 

© late eclipſe . I ſhould be o'igr 
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tedious ynto your Lordſhip,ifI ſhould goe aboutto re- 
cite the tenth part of thoſe teſtimonies, and auctorities, 
which [ could eaſily alledgeto the ſame effeft : whereby 
it is certainely euident,that as wiſe, and worthy men, as 
cuer werein the worlde , both made verye ſpeciall ac- 
count of this ſtudie in other, and trauailed excceding- 
ly therein themſelues: as namely Iulius Czſar , Octa- 
uius Auguſtus, Prolomey, Theodofius, one of the beſt 
Emperours , Frederick the ſecond, (who cauſed Prolo- 
mey , Mellahalah, and divers other principall Aſtrolo- 
gers , to betranſlated out of the Arabian, into Latine : 

Hos quia confiys regum conducere ſenſit : as Hellerus wri- 

teth to Erneſtus , Prince of Hennenberg: ) Alphonſus 

the moſte excellent King of Arragonia , and Naples : 

Matthias Coruinus of Hungarie: Charles the fit: of fa- 

mous memorie , and ſundry other, as well Princes, as 
ſabietes of the moſt notable ſort.Bur can not preter- 
mit that Aſtrologicall conterence betwene Czlſar, and 
the Agyprtian Prieſt in Lucans Pharſalia, v/here Czlars 
owne confeſsion of him ſelte is thus deliuered : «media 
inter prelia ſemper, flellarum, ca:ique plagts, ſuperiſqie va- 
cau!: Endoxi Fattos noffer ſuperabit & Annus, Which 
he in deede performed , correcting and retorming the 
Romane yeare by the helpe of Sotgenes, as Solon did 
tie Artique yeare, by the helpe of Thales : an other ma- 
nerof reformation, than that of the Calender, which 
Pope Gregorie the x11. hath newely publiſhed , by the 
helpe of I know not what Aftrologers . As for the reſt, 
leſt I ſhould ſeeme to forget my ſelte,in not haniog that 
regard to your Lordſhips perſon, which I ought,l wil re- 
ſerve their Aſtrologicall commendations vato {ome fit- 
ter plice,thinking it ſufficient for this preſent, to ſtande 
vppo1 the Reaſons, which Melan&thon, a man as your 
Lord{hipp? beſt knoweth, of a ſhurpe and ſound iudge- 
ment in moſt ſchollerly points of learning,alledgeth, in

Georg Purbachij direted to his moſt learned countri- 
man, S1mon Grynzus:wherein he ſheweth howe neede- 
ful ludicial Aſtrologie is, both for priate vſes, and for 
publicke. For private vles,firſt,in medendo:then, ad regen+ 
C28 Mares : thirdly, ad de/igends ſitdia : plurimum enim re- 
fert mrtelligere quo qQUemgue natura azcat;( [ vienot a w ord, 
but his ewne :) beſide ; fortuna ſepe comitarur mores : Of 
quangquem ol:e guage caule ſunt humanorum enentnum, t- 
1497170 (2Grtiey F ter \ Iraerdumin Afi cauſam eſſe, (1:7 Ut 
Fleſprins inquit : ipſe dirs quandogue parens , quandoque no- 
1:9Y C0 fre. Fiitly,conducze tempo ftamum obſeruatzo ad Oeconos 
mia : laft of all, hi proxims anni aliguer ſain claras figni- 
freationer prevnerunt, ſyacrama_nam viminaere, 07 revue 
r*ſcentibus habere, idgre paiam teffantur infignes ſtle- 
71m; congrefſies ( whiche maketh direly for the preſent 
Diſcourſe.) And as for the publicke yſe and necelsitie

weotis, Que hec qnegte Bru Canſa fuer, rerum fintte 
ra700 ſrruficationes animadyertendi , He addeth for rea- 
ſon. Prodef? enim commonefieri homines a:rocibus fiuerum 
minit, via Deoopem rmplorent; deinde , ut bynitatem Des 
mas zgnſcant,cmm viderint aliquzm eſſe ſuteriorem ac me- 
livem namram ſideribus , que trifles ſygniſicationes miti- 
9-e. To the breeding of whiche politicke , and cinine 
conſiderations 1n the mindes of ſome or other, I woulde 
to Goo, this ſlender Diſcourſe of myne might bee anye 
meanes. M:lanQhon Jeaueth not thus, but ſti] goeth 
on, asit werein a certaine fervent zeale towardes thys 
proteision . Nec dicbia eff harurm Ariium fides: nam oN 
mtnny ratio detonFirationes habea : GUarnen: e; O57 ſrrauiſſ; 

animes certimdo , & harmenia , 
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fer conſenſus in tanta varietate argumentorum : &+ Dining» 
ericem fi quis prudenter ad Phyſicen referet inteliiget cam has 
bere granes cauſes, 7 tmetur cam experientia peritiſſume 
rum bominum : reffe vero Galenus de hac ipſa arte inquit : 
Sephifticum eſſe, contra experientie reftimonium , ratio- 
nes querere , Finallye , to aunſwere common obieQt- 
ons, and ſuche ordinarye contradiftions , as Aftrolo. 
gers eares are well acquainted wythall, hee at laſte brie- 
fly decideth, and determineth all ſuche doubtes in the 
wordes following , Nec eo derrahenda ef? arti fades, quia 
aut artifices aliqut inept ſunt, aut non onnes enentus huma- 
ni in arte monffantur : ſunt enim & alie quedam preter 
federa, enentuum canſ#. Eiſi autem in tanins tenebris hu- 
mane mentis , multa proſpici nequeunt , zamen ariis benefi- 
cum non lene ducendum eFft , que pleraque interim , or ad 
vite ſummum pertinentia monet . Quoties failumur in leuio- 
ribus artibus , ef in ys rebus , que ſunt , vita dicam, in ma= 
nibus? Neque tamen propter eiuſmodz errata expiodende 
ſunt artes , ſed prudentia ef? , ad vite wſum inde , quantum 
piſſumrs , transferre . His reſolution and conclufion 
thereis, Illudettamrete inflims iudicare facile eff,quis 
eſſe modus Diuinationum debrat , &+ quod religio approbes 
h xs 1u;nationes, vt Medicorrum judicia, aut cateras Ply 
ſi:e partes . Which reaſons of Melan&hon, I doubte 
not but your Lordſhippe will admit, and allowe for ef - 
feually material and good . Nowel ſee not greatelye, 
what remaineth to bee yer obicted : vnleſle haply ſome 
will oppoſe the olde decrees of the Romaine Senate, and 
ſome newerimperiall lawes, againſte all ſuche, as were 
vulgarly called Mathematici, Chaldez, Ariol; , and Di- 
inatvres, of whome Vlpian the famous Lawyer trea- 
teth libro 7.de officio Proconſuls, vnder the title, De Ma- 
thematicis, &+ Vaticinatoribus, Whiche verye title I haue 
hearde ſo alleaged, Whereunto, firſt 1 mighte aunſwere, 
that they diſpute not ad /dem * thoſe Jawes being made 
only againſt ſych,as Moyſes condemnethin the xv111.0f 
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Deuteronomie, who vainly tooke vpon them, to diuine 
hy magicall and ſuperſtitious ſorceries, numbers , lots, 
characters, charmes, interrogatories Fs to the 


dead, infpetions of birdes, entrals of beaſtes, and ſuch 
ether monſtrous,and abhominable meanes : for ſo faith 
A.Gellius in his firſt booke of his Notes Artice : wwlgis 
que: gentilitio vocabulo Chaldeos dicere oportet, eo: Mamne- 
wmeticos varat; and Seruius Honoratus vpon the fourth of 
Virgils AEneidos : Crm multa ſacra Romani ſuſciperent ſem- 
per magica damnarunt; probroſa enim ars habita eſt, Second- 
ly,that albejtthoſe Romanelawes had in deede bene de- 
uiſed as well againſttheir Aſtrologers then,as againſt a- 
ny other Diuiners or Soothſayers : what reaſon1s there, 
they ſhould make more againſt ours now, than the like 
lawes make againſt our Rhetoricians, Philoſophers, Phi- 
fitians,and in a maner againſt all other profeſlours of a- 
ny li>erall arte? All ſuch being by one Romane decree 
or other,at one time, or other, ypon one ſuddaine occa- 
fion, or other, baniſhed the citric, as troubleſome, and 
needelelle perſons, ina politike and martiall ſtate, fo 
long as the rage of that tempeſt endured. Thirdly, admit 
their Aſtrological diuinations were Jawfully forbidden, 
being found commonly deceitfull and falſe , by reaſon 
that the arte it (elfe was then yery vnperfe&t, and vncer- 
raine,as it continued to the age of Prolomey,who flou- 
riſhed but jn the time of the Emperour Antonius P1us, 
which ſucceeded Traian and Adrian : yet may ours ne- 
uertheleſſe lawfully ſtand.the arte being nowe generally 
of the moſt and beſt, acknowledged to bemuch more 
perfeQly reformed, and aright arte in deede: or if that 
ſeeme more, a right ſcience in deede. For, which two laſt 
reaſons, I am to thanke a late conference, that 1 had with 
my brother Gabriel, about Hallowmas laſt , touching 
the validitic of thoſe Romane lawes . As for other later 
Jawes,& ſtatuts.cither forreine,or our owne, I know not 

and fimply condemne Aſtrologie p 
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and as for thoſe, that condemne ſome particular abuſe 
thereof, I muſt needes confelle, they are very wile, and 
neceſſarie ordinaunces, to mcete with the lewde pratti- 
ſes,and impoſtures of many, that vnder the pretence of 
their foure commit intolerable villanies, wherein for 
my parte, doubr nor, but they deſerue the penalties,1n- 
fifted ypon them by law, thinking them worthily puni- 
ſhed, Pro menſura conſultationu, as Vipian ſpeaketh of his 
Mathematictin the forenamed title, with this addition of 
his, following immediatly after in the ſame place: qui de 
principss ſalute, capite prunzaninr, vel qua alia gratzore pan 
efficiantur : extending withall the force of the law in that 
point,cuen to the puniſhment of other imple wizardes : 
Qu conzra quietem imperiumgice pepuls Reman', improbadas 
aries exercent * and finally alleaging the example of the 
Emperour Marcus, Quz in Syri inſulam enum relegauit, que 
meu Caſſiano vaticinains erat, of multa quaſy ivſtintiu Deoris 
dixeyat:Neither dare I excuſe either Thrafillus,or Aſcle- 
tarion,or Gauricus:whereof the firſt foretold the deſtru- 
ion of Tiberius the Emperour: the ſecond of Domj- 
tian:the third of the Bentiuo!i in Bononja:or the Prieſt, 
that gaue out the rumour of the future murthering of 
Galeacius Sfortia, Duke of Millaine,(who were al wor- 
thily rewarded for their fo]ly)or any other that by their 
Horoſcopical predictions might {ſceme to harten, & ha- 
ſten on conſpirators,to the atchieujng,or attempting of 
their Princes death, but in that caſe would wiſhe all A- 
ſtrolovers either not to deale at all, or elſe to deale pri- 
vately and priuily with the Prince him ſeclfe,& then too, 
to hold Cardanes rule, ſet downe amongſt ejght other 
like conditions,in the end of his booke, De Aftrologicis 
interrogatonibus L prencips ne magrmm malnm firmiter Vn 
quam predixeris;ſed periculuwm: howbeit Cardane him ſelf 
dealt: more plainely, and therefore more daungerouſly 
with our King Edward the VI. as appeareth in the Indi- 
cials of his natiuitic ,g:ucn out in the beginning of his 
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Duodecim i!iufres geniture. At mibi,ex innat4finceritate,e 
quod miſerum advleſcentulur anarem , ſortisg; exus miſererer 
{quoth Cardane there) cerimm erat, etiam cum manifet7a 
wvite diſcrimine omnia patcface'e, quamuis fururum crederen, 
V2? me irriderent. But what tolloweth 2 Ergo volentibus fans, 
nec ſrnnularis huiys arts cognizio prodeſſe regi potuit ; nec bo- 
nit25,4'4, ſimplicitas irgeny , mins obeſe . Which good ſuc- 
celle of Cardane, was partly to be attributed to his own 
diſcrete hzndling, free from all maner of ſuſpition , bur 
ſpecially to the 1nnocent, and ſingular good nature of 
that moſt noble young King, who accepted ſo fauoura- 
bly of his aiteionate intention. But neither this ſpect = 
ali priuiledge of his being withall a ttraunger of extr2- 
ordinarie credite, norany like perſonall example can 
warraot other private men,to intermeddle in like ſort in 
the nativities,and deſtinies of their Princes , otherwiſe 
thanis before limited, or vpon the Princes owne direct »þ 
commaundement. And yet if cither this way,or any like, * 
the arte haypen by ſome buſie, and fond fellowes to be 
abuſed, it hath but the ſame fortune , that all other artes 
and ſciences haue beſide: & the Lawyers rule. Avorſis non 
zo!it vſirm, will ſtill iuſtific the right, and commendable 
praQtile thereof, The bounds of which limitation, I ha - 
uing in no way exceeded in any part of the diſcourſe fol- 
lowing: Lhope,there is nothing therin cotained, which, 
conſidering the premiſes, might not proceede,cuen from 
one, that were already profeſſed in diuinitie. And, thenI 
truſt,in reſpe& of the matter, I haue committed no in- 
conuenience, in recommending the ſame to the fauour 
and patronage of fuch a Diuine,as all England knowerh 

our Lordſhip to be: wao I doubt not,can iudge exact- 
ly therot. For the maner, Lam humbly to craue pardon, 
being neither practiſed in writing engliſh,not purpoſing 
any ſuch publike dedication ar the firſt. It may peraduen- 
ture be an occaſion , that hereafter I ſhall acquaint my 
pen better with endiging in our own tong.

immediately following , Jam to ſubmit my 
opimton to the cenſure and cozrection of thoſe, 
that are longer ſtudied, and moze p2ofoundelye 
ſcene in this facultie:but that you may not con- 
cetue, J haue altogither miſpent my time this 
way, I will endeuour my felfe tomake p2afe 
in ſome ſo2zt, howeJ hane p2ofited tn the ſiu- 
die . Your ſelfehaue often willed mce togoe 
roundely to the matter , without eyther glozi- 
ous inſinuations by way of P2eface , 02 plea- 
ſarable and conceited floziſhes by waye of di- 
greſſion, and therefoze J pzeſume you will not 
blame me&, thongh I fake a direce and playne 
courſe in the diſcourſe following, Fizfte, that 
Judiciall Aftrologte is nepther any vayne and 
idle fudie, no2 fozbidden and vnlawfull Arte, 
youre ſclfchaning long ſince, taken ſome reaſo- 
nable paynes therein: and beetng able to ſay ſo 
muche in the defence thereof, ont of many olde 
and new hiſkozies cfapp2oued authozitic and 
credit,can ſufficiently (Jknow) and will rea- 


dily (J thinke)teſfifte, The flighte arguments 
of Picus Miranaula , Cornelius Agrippa , and 


dinersother top cotrary, hane bene thzoughly. 
alwered by Balitzus Schonerus, Melan&on, 
Cardane, 
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Cardane,andduns other, but ſpecially of late 
by Iunttinus, whe in his cofutatio pzoceedeth 
compendtoufty,and directly from argument fo 
argunent, leawng in amanner nothing vi- 
touched, that hath bene, o2 can be obiected mn 
diſgrace of this knowledge, Andif the aufozi- 
fies of men , thathane niuen themſslnes that 
way, make any thing foz the purpoſe , what 
godlier wyts in the wozld, than ſome in euery 
country,thathaue mave ſpeciall accofif,q beſto- 
wed much tranel in this dinine tudie 2 To let 
_ ftrangers go,theſe of freſh memozie haue bene 
none of the baſeftſchollers-in Gngland : M. 1). 
Butces pzincapall Phiſition to king Henry the 
eight, Dp; Thomas Ehot, pz Thomas Smyth 
who as you belſf knowe, andhaue both tfrnelye 
and honourably teffified in youre 24 v/aro1 l4- 
chrym4 excelled therein:M.D-Recorde;boththe 
Digges.M.Dee, whomehir maieftie vouchſa- 


feth the name of hy2 Philofopher ; M . Securis 
M.Buckmafter,M.Mounflowe;M,D. Twyne, 


beſides molt of our chiefeſtdoctozs in Phiſick, 
as namely our M.D.Baro, in Cambzivge, and 
M.D.Fortter in London, aud ſome ofour berp 
chiefefk philoſophers ineither Uninorſitie, that 
ſhal be nameles being not locerfainely p;ofeſ- 
ſed and renowmed that way . But fo omit foz 
b2euittes ſake al other argumentes andautho= 
ritics that might plentifully be alledgedin the; 

A.y, man 
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maynfenaunce of Judiciall Aftrologie, J'wyll 
content my ſelfe, and I thinke, J ſhall content 
you with that onely famous teſftimonic of Me- 
lanfton,amongft many of his to the ſame pur- 
poſe, ſet downein an ercellent Epiſtle directed 
to the two noble and honozable Lo2ds,Gcorge 
and Huldrich Fuggeri,in commendation of As 
ffrologte, All ofſound & incorrupt 1udgement 
haue knowen and acknowledged that art and 
doctrine to be wholy neccflary , whiche tea- 
cheth the periods,and reuolutions, and ſucce(- 
ion ofthe yeare. For which conſideratis, our 
auntient politique forcfathers did publ iquely 
commend and allot this carefull {tnudic to the 
learnedeſt order of fuch men as were the kee- 
pers and treaſurers of Relig 10n,to obſcrue the 
circuits and diſtaunces of the Sunne, togither 
with the equinoxes and ſolſtices, and month- 
ly ſpaces,and toapply and examine theſe ac- 
cording to the motions of the Sun. But what 
followeth 2 Many haue ſharpely inueyed a- 
gain{t that other part of this Cocrine, whiche 
is named Divination , whereof I have ſpoken 
more largely and plentifully in an other trea- 
tiſe. And although the places and aſpeQtes of 
the Starres are not the beginning of all chaun=« 
ſes that happen to manxind, and cauſes muſt 
circumſpeRly be diſcerned & diſtinguithed, 
,and the deccitfull impoſtures of falfifying 
pro» 
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prophecies auoyded, yet certaineitis,that di- 
ucrle alterations in the foure Elementes doe 
proceedeirom Starres, & not onely tempera- 
ments of mens bodics,but allo diſpolitions of. 
theire mindes are greately goucrned by thoſe 
ſhining lights of Heauen . But to knowe the 
Complexion , auayleth to preſeruation of 
health,& to defcry the celeſtial inclinations, is 
profitable to morall behawour & education. 
For you may citier rule,or bridle them artiſt» 
cially,cuen as Zelerephoytes, then cunninglye 
managed Pe7aſ75, whe Pallas headitalled him 
with a Lrolden inaftle. UWheretn fo his opinion 
concerning the tcmperaments of mens bodies 
he iumpeth with the auncient and moſt renou- 
med phiſition Hippocrates who in his boke 4c 
aere AqQuayze3” res ronzbs, bang tranflated info 
Engliſh, ſapth thus muche in effect, Jf we ſhall 
conſider daely ofthe higheſt cauics and beings 
we ſhall finds that Aftrologie ts not the leaffe 
po2tion of hilicke, foz it behoneth the Phiſitt- 
on to linow the Yone,and the ſigne of Ytauen 
wherctn the Bone ts, ivhen anye Patient be- 
ginneth to fall ſick,s fo tozth. But hereof moze 
at ſome othcr tune,remitting pou tn the mean 
Wwyile tothe learned Apologtis of lunctinus, 
who ts copious in theſe points, touching the 
defence of Judiciall 8ffrologie. Nowe to come. 
ſpevily and directlye vato that, wherevnto at

continuing certaine dayes befo2e, and certains 
dates fter Þ ſame Coiungio, Theſe two high 
planets ſhall be cotopned in the lat minut of þ 
21 degree of 2:/7ecs, a figne ( as is commonlye 
knowne) of the watery Triplicitie, feminine 
nocturnal;ſeptentrional, comune,coldc,moifk, 
fiegmatfick,that is wholy of the nature 4 qualt- 
tre of water : the eſſentiall houſe of lupitcer, the 
craltation of Venus, the gouernour ofthe fete: 
which Contunction may,andought to ſeeme ſo 
much the moze fearefal « terrible to vs,by how 
much the moze if is very ſkraunge,marnelous, 
rare, and moſke ſpecially noted of the learned.

as Mcilabalah witneſſeth, whoſe Bokes haue 
bene much olfemed of kings and pzinces, This 


is that contundtid which 4iboazcn Haly faith, 
doth prognoſticate the deſtinie of a great and 


nughty king, mach ſorrow aud heauineſle to 
men, Joſles to rich and noble men,yea & thoſe 
too, which are accounted,and reputed like to 
Prophets and a multitude of Locultes.Mhis is 
that Coniuncion which Guido Bonatus affir- 
meth,:o forethew that waightic and wonder- 
ful things ſhall come into the worlde. Whisis 
that Coniunction » Which Iohannes Molitor 
ſurnamed of his Tountry Regiomontanus , a 
man in my opinton, little inferioz in worthi- 
nelle, 02 fame to the fozmer moze auncient As 
ffrolagers, doth repozt.to threaten contnuall 
onerflowes of waters, particular deluges in 
{ome countries. Ftnally,this is that Coniums-

in their ſenerall actions, ſo farre as it pleaſeth 
God to authorize therr pzoceedings, & vſe their 
minilerp to his owne glo21e, Touching whoie 
great coniunctton, it isDonbftles the mc2e harde 
aid difficult, to ſet downe any cerfaypne cffectes 
t Accidents,thereof to enſue, becauſe the F02s 
fune and Fnfoztune arc equally niatched - and 
as it were, indifferentlye encountered wypth 
powrr and ffrength : Fo2 if the Jnfoztane had 
beene creater and ſfronger than the Fo2tune, 
as if Saturne hadde beene topned wpth Venus, 
which ts called For:ru74 minor Saturn nodonubt 
Would haue chalenged the pzerogatiue 02 pzee- 

' minencs 
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minence vnfo himnſelfe,as being mightier and 
of moze fo2ce : 02 if lupiter hadde bene topned 
with Mars him ſelfe being Fortuna maor, and 
the other /»fortunmm mmu; he woulde ſo hate 
rep2efſed the ſturdineſſe and furic of Mars,that 
the operations and effectes of that Comunctt- 
on ſhould haue bene indifferent, that :s,rather 
god than evil. Wherevpon in this caſe Gui- 
do Bonatus a famous and renowmed Aﬀttolo- 
gan of #/alze, (as you know)1in his fifte Treas 
fiſe de 1 4 6, Con/tderationibus [etting downe 4, 
/ efpecial wayes and p2incipal pointes, wher- 

' tnan Afﬀrologer may ſoneft be deceyuco, and 
moſte eaſily cuerſhote himſelfe, maketh thys 
the fourth, lt is a watter of greate difficultie to 
determine anye certainetie, where fortunes 
are equal with infortunes . M92eouer theſe. 
two planets doc not behoide one an other by 
any aſpectual radiation, as epther by 77:ne 02 


Sextile,which are aſpectes of amity and friend- . 


ſhip, 02 by 2»ar:le and oppoſurion, whiche are 
aſpeces efenmittc and hatred, fo2 then it had 
bene ſomewhat the eaſier to determine therof 
in reſpect of the general zudgement ; but they 
are topned togither in one dcare?, and ene imt- 
nute of the ſelf{ame degree and ſigne, which us 
fermed of the Aſtrologers,Crp07a/:5 congreſſres, 
Cottus, 02 Conmnttlio, being alwaycs ofmoze 


power,{rength,fozce,and efficacie, than anye

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other aſpen,becauſe ag Stoeflerinus waifethin 
his 12, Pzopoſition ; Ina Coniundtion the 
{tarre bcaines arethickeſt, becauſe they al are 
vnited togither, whichalſo Hermes Tnſmegi- 
ſtus him ſelfs aFtirmeth where he ſayeth : An 
aſpecte can nor duminithe the fignihcation of 
a Coniuntion:but a ConjunRig diminiſheth 
the ſignification of an aſpece, why 2 for itis 
fGronger than an af pecte, asthere foloweth. 

And yet by nature it is ſimply and efſentiallye 
neither gmd no2 eul, but ſametimes nab and 
ſometumes eutil, acco2ding tofbe nature and ' 
diſpoſition of the planets, whiche are coniop - 
ned,ſo that conſequently, ſ&ing a coniunctioof 
cod planets is foztunat,ofemwil infoztunate;jf 
is a verie difficult matter to defermine vppon 
» conitition whichts god i reſpect of Jupiter, 
Eciul tn reſpec of Siturne. Dtuerle of the lear- 
ned inthis facultte and namely Alboazen Ha- 
ly,Caprte 4- partrs offaue, [atgth , that Tupiter 
conoyned with Saturne f[aketh his miſtor- 
tunes -wheras Franciſcus Juntinus,guoucheth 
the contrarie,to wit, that the coniun&tion of a 
good planet with an euil,js euil, alleagingthys 
verye Contunctton of Saturne and lupiter fo2 
crample, but on both ſides they conclude with 
this clauſe o2 definitive ſenfence, ncucrtheles

} Wihecrfoze we are to vnverſtfand, that Iupiter 
is topned with Satarne tn ?:/ces, which is hys 
dWwne p2oper and nafural houſe, but by night, 
and not by day, which 1s a little the wozſe, be- 
cauſc himſelfe being a maſculine,diurnal,and 
foztunate planet, he doth not ſo much retoyce 
ina feminine,nocurnal,and info2tunat ſigne, 
as he doeth in a ſigne of his owne diſpoſition x 
qualitie. Fo2 ſo Alcabitus one ofthe moſte no- 
fable Arabians,very wel concludeth -» 1/ag»- 
geattrologic & prima differentia : the {treogth of 
a planet 1s fortifyed when 1t poſlefſeth his 
Albart, that is, his likenelle, I meane when a 
maſculine and diurnal planet remainethin a 
maſculine and dwrnal ſ1gne and degree, which 
ts likewiſe anouched by hys Commentator 
Joatines de Saxoma , whereof by a contra-

But pet lupiter 1s not ſo highely pzome- 
fed and exalted by his owne Houſe , but ts- 
wet! nigh as muche humbled as weakened bp 
his vnttckye placing in the cighte houſe of 
ZDeath whereby he loſeth foure p2crogatiues, 
then ts he there alfo afflicted and oppzetſed by 
the p;eſence and companye of frowning $Sa- 
turne, and in the termes of Mars hys dead- 
ly enemye im atemmnine quarter in heauen, 
aid Yer tidional diſcendenfe , whicye doe alſo 
much decreaſe and abate his courage, Do that 
it enidently appeareth,that the gd planet 1u- 


piter ts but indifferent;x that as he wil not do 
much 
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: much harme,fohe can not do much god. Now 


concerning Saturne, as Iupiter wasneucr the 
befter, becauſe he was 1n 'a feminine and no- 
Qurnal ſigne,ſo Saturn being inp ſame ligne, 
e alſo a diurnal and maſculine planef,is much 
the wozſe, Foz Meſſihalah in his golden boke, 
de reuolutione annorum miidi,the chapter intitus

laſt yere 1 582. After which Eclipſe,there aroſs 
bot warre in ”:cara:e, wherby both the Frech 
E Burgundians recetued mutuall harmes and 
damages diuers wales, which are repozted to 
haue bene very great # arteuous, At the ſame 
timey ſouldiers of King Fcrdinand,bzother to 
the Emperoz Charles,being conducted by their 
captaines to reſiſte the foceof their enimies,in 
HFu#garie were(as you know) trechcrouſly be* 
trayed into the handes of the Turkes, by one 
Catzianerus : of whome they were almoſte all 
molt cruelly flaine,their chief Captaines taken 
captine,and caryed away to Conttan:mop/e, the. 
Turkes chtefelt citie , where they lined in mi- 
ſerable ſeruitude and bondage. At p ſame timg 
p Geldrenſes ſeditiouſly rebelled againſt their 
Sourreigne.At the ſame time the moſte fruite- 
fal,beautiful and noble Jlands, £:c//-4 and Ca- 
{abria, were wofully deſtroted with fire, which 
did ſkraungely bzeake out of the ſealand, being 
d;ied vp. At the ſame time there was hearde af 
Kome,a molt fearfull , and hozrible thund2yng 
in the aire, being alſo the moze extrao2dinarie 
foz the very time of the yere. At the ſame time 
an ancient tower of H-/derberg, being ſodenly 
blaſted with lightning , did cauſe a ſoze ruine, 
much milchiefe,and great miſerie to that citie. 
At the ſame time, in high Germanic, there þap- 
ned 
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ned an erceedinggreat inundation, the fozce 
rage wherof, was paſſing wonderful,and mar- 
uelous ſfraunge . And after the ſame Eclipſe 
(which we in Jngland oughte chiefly to reme- 
ber) two notable ſeditions and inſurrections 
did ſh2zewdly trouble, and diſtarbe vs here in 
Ingland: which fell out in the :3,yeare of the 
raigne of the moſf mighty and puifſant Pzince 
king Henry the etght, Whereof the firſte was 
raiſed pzincipally fo2 religion amongf the co- 
mons of ::ncolne/3:re , who had gathered togt- 
ther nigh 2 0000,perlons,toſerne their farnes, 
in the atchiening ofthat rebellious enterpaile, 


The ſeconde beganne farther of in 7orke/-:re, 


which noztherne commotion was alſo atfem- 
pted fo2 matter of religto,the people there flac - 
ked togither, amounting to the number of 4.0, 
thouſand, Agatnlke thoſe of the firſt infurrectis, 
the king ſentont the Duke of 5:x#5/4- with a 
fkrong and p2uincely power, which when the re- 


, bels did vnderſkand they freight ways bzake 


bp their armie, and fadainely departed . A- 


* gainlte thoſe of the ſeconde inſurrection, which 


was ſo farre the greater , his mateftte ſent the 
Dukes of Norhfolke and S»ffolke , bothe wyth 
a far ſfronger power,and mightier hoſt of ſoul- 
diers : vppon whole comming the battaile was 
appointed fo be fought betweene them on Sims 
and Iudes day, but the __ night it rapned lo 
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extremely , that the two armies coulde by ns 
. meanes mate accozding to that appointment, 
Whervps the rebels (as lightly they are wont 
firſt o2 laſt) were gladde fo craue pardon the ſes 
cond time,ſhewing theſelues verie deſirong to 
depart with due ſubmiſſion to their molt noble 
p2ince:ſo that both theſe ſeditions were finally 
pacifted, and diſpatched with the death of a few 
Archerebelles, and captaine Commotioners, 
which were ſhoztly after executed foz example 
ſake accozding to the haynouſneſle of their dil 
lopall and deſperate attemptes. The ſame @- 
clipſe might peradufture be acc:panyed with 
ſome other ſemblable Enents:but thele are the 
chiefeſt that J canp2zeſently cal ftominde , and 
are ſufficient, J ſuppoſe, to inferre my Conclus 
ſion, what hedeas to bee taken of like eclipſes, 
and namely this of late. Whervnto if we ſhall 
nowe conſiderately apply the examples befoze 
alleaged may we not generally concetue,what 
ſequele of troubles and euils,is like to be p20g- 
nolttcated by the ſame?And yet to ſpeake indif- 
ferently accozding to the rules of Arte , J per-

Lhe place ts verie notable,and therfozeJhaus 
thought it wozth the reciting , Firlte, their 
marueilons feare,and agony 1s thus deſcribed, 
About the firſt watch the Moone being Echp- 
ſcd, did firſthide hir cleerc and bright appea- 
rance,and then reſembled the colour of bloud 
which berayed hir whole globezthe armies be 
holding fo ſuddeine and great an cuent, made 
it a matter of religion,and therevpon aſtrong 
fearc inuaded the bandes,they coplained that 
their long and forreine trauailes were attemp 
ted without a licence from their God,&c. 
Then followeth Alcxanders remedye, and 
meanes of pacification , moze politique foz 
the effece , than true foz the canſe., The 
king as hee was voyde of all feare and terror, 
beſtirred himſelf to delay and aſſuage this tu» 
inult,he commaunded the Captaynes and ru- 
lers of his ſoldiers to be altogither perſonally 
preſent before the Indgement ſeate, & willed 
the Acgyptian prophets whome he ſuppoſed 
to be beſt ſcene in Aſtrologieto tell their opi- 
nions cocerning this eclipſe. And they which 
knew wel inough, that in a certaine compaſlc 
of time,the Moone was both at the full and E- 
clipſea,whe either it diſceded vnder the earth 


or wated the company ofthe Sun, would not

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rchearſe the tructh vnto the people,but what 
realonthen, they told chem that the Grecia 
Sunne was the Perſian Moonez&c.& they re- 
peated olde exaples of perſian kings,who ſavy 
the Moone darkened,ſo oft as they warred a- 
eain{t the coulaile of their Oracles.Uhervp3 
Q-Curtuws interlaceth his politique iudgem#t; 
N-thing doeth more cftectually ouer-rule the 
multitude,thanſuperſtition , whereas other- 
wiſc it is barbarous,and varuly,and chaunge- 
ablegbut when ſuperſtitis hath ſet in hir foote 
it obeyeth diuiners ſoner than Captains. Foz 
the effecte of that fozned inferp2etation , oz ra- 
ther,of that counterfaite ſfratageme was this ; 
W herefore,when the Egyptian aunſwere was 
declared and proclaimed before the people, it 
refreſhed them,and reſtored their languithed 
& faint mindes to ioy & hope.Do eafte a mats 
fer if is. by any colozable device,o2 pzetence of 
reaſon,to content the vnqutet minds, # aſſuage 
the raging fury of the multitude. In which cafe 
many both Partiall # Dercuriall erperincts 
hans bene p2actiſed,that are not toenfo2ce any 
rule of Arte, other than this, what way a polt- 
tike manisto take in time of like crtrenutie. 
As foz that efficacie , and ſequele of Eclipſcs, 
that J here ſpeake of, found out by induction of 
examples, andobſernation ofcunning Altro- 
logers,it is not to bee judged vpon by any luche
